The Department has found and determined the following:
A. The Departiment is the agency with the duty and authority to administer and enforce the
Solid Waste Management Act. Act of July 7, 1980, P.L. 380, as amended, 35 P.S. §§ 6018.101-

6018.1003 ("SWMA") and the rules and regulations promulgated thereunder.

B. N. Jonas & Co., Inc. is a Pennsylvania corporation that repackages bulk pool chemicals at
its facility at 1301 Adams Road in Bensalem Township, Bucks County. Jonas generates hazardous
waste in the normal course of operations at the facility. The facility is identified by EPA ID No.

PAR000503706.

C. 1. On September 23, 2002, the Department conducted an inspection at the Jonas facility
and determined that:
a. Jonas failed to use a proper hazardous waste manifest, in violation of 40 CFR
§ 262.21 and 35 P.S. § 6018.403(b)(5),
b. Jonas failed to fully develop and implement a PPC plan, in violation of 40 CFR
§ 262.34(a) and 35 P.S. § 6018.403(b)(10), and

c. Jonas failed to properly label containers of hazqrﬂg{(tus waste, in violation of 40 CFR

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3. On March 20, 2003, the Department conducted an inspection at the Jonas tacility and

determined that Jonas had corrected the violations referenced in Paragraphs C.1. and C.2., above.

[ The violations deseribed in Paragraph C 1L and .20 above, constitute unfawtul condut
and a public nuisance pursuant to Sections 610 and 601 of the SWMA. 35 P.S. §§ 6018.610 and

6018.601.

E. Section 605 of the SWMA, supra, 35 P.S. § 6018.605 provides that the Department may
assess a civil penalty of up to TWENTY FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS ($25,000.00) per day for

gach violation of the Solid Waste Management Act.

In resolution of the Department's claim for civil penalties, which the
Department is authorized to pursue under Section 605 of the SWMA, 35 P.S. § 6018.605, the
Department hereby assesses a civil penalty of SEVEN THOUSAND DOLLARS ($7,000.00), which

Jonas hereby agrees to pay.
